Francis Xavier Ford was born on Cumberland Street on January 11, 1892, the son of Austin 
Ford, the founding editor of the Irish World , and Elizabeth, a member of the editorial staff of the 
same publication. They were married by the Rt. Rev. John Loughlin, the first Bishop of Brooklyn. 

Francis grew in a literary atmosphere, imbued with the strong Catholic Faith of a devout Irish 
family. He was educated at Saint Joseph School under the tutelage of the Franciscan Brothers and 
later attended the Brothers preparatory college, Saint Francis. Following the sermon of an Irish 
Missionary, Francis applied to the American Mission Society as its first applicant. He was ordained 
in 1917 and embarked upon his missionary activity immediately. 

So many facts are related about 


are 

the kindly and inventive measures 
which Father Ford employed in build¬ 
ing the Universal Church in China 
that it would do the reader no justice 
to mention them here. Let it suffice 
to say that he so exemplified true 
missionary zeal that his area soon was 
recognized by the Holy See as a 
school for further missionary activity 
in China. Father Ford was consecrated 
Bishop. 

The Red Surge 

When the horrors of World War II 
passed, China was hovered by the 
new Red Star. Ford was never de¬ 
ceived by the amicable allurements of 
the Communists and he strenuously ever 
decried their evil. 

Bishop Ford was arrested. He was 
dragged from village to village tied 
to a horse and then imprisoned in 
Peiping. After enduring such treat¬ 
ment which God gives only to those 
who have achieved extraordinary holi¬ 
ness, he died in the Red prison on 
February 21, 1952. 

School in Construction 

Ten years later. Bishop Ford High

The library will house thirty thou¬ 
sand volumes offering to the student 
the ultimate in world thought, thus 
inspiring him not only to imitation 
but also to new heights of creativity. 

The cafeteria will seat eleven hun¬ 


dred and will provide savory nourish¬ 
ment required for the growth of the 
teenage, male student. 

If the students of Bishop Ford avail 
themselves of these varied spiritual, 
intellectual and physical offerings, 
they will indeed resemble and reflect 
the image of their patron—Brooklyn’s 
Bishop Ford.

The Church divides its own liturgical calendar into its own 
year and seasons. On December 2, the Church ushers in its New 
Year and the season of Advent. 

Advent is usually associated with roving Santa Clauses, larger 
electric bills, finger-cramp from writing Christmas Cards, and of 
course, Christmas shopping which has a certain propensity for 
associating with hot-tempers and commercial dishonesty. It is 
really a strange way to prepare for the coming of the Prince of 
Peace. Yes, Advent does mean all of these things. 

However, things have gotten out of hand. The Church in 
offering this season of preparation for Christmas has a different 
type of preparation in mind. The Church proposes that we look 
at ourselves as we really are in the eyes of God. Each one of us 
could be considered chronologically young.

Divine Right to be present, Pope John has also invited observers of Protestant 
Religions to follow the proceedings. Quite possibly, questions of unity may 
be considered with these leaders in special committees. One thing is certain: 
Rome will make no conditions, and will allow no conditions to be made that 
are contrary to dogma. 

Modernization is most certainly a paramount task of the Council. Here 
again, dogma will not be affected, for that cannot be changed, but modern¬ 
izing our liturgy is most certain to be discussed. The value of using the 
vernacular in our liturgical services, especially the Mass, will receive priority 
attention. 

Clarifying dogma may find its way into the discussions. For instance, 
there have been discussions, even before the Council, on the question of the 
infallibility of the Pope. We will 
not change our dogma, but perhaps 
by clarifying our definition we can 
explain our position better and thus 
draw a few Protestant groups who 
find this the stumbling block to unity. 

Whatever the decisions, they will 
affect us all greatly. Therefore, a sin¬ 
cere interest on the part of each 
student is desirable so that we may 
have well informed Catholics. 

The most reliable presentation of 
the matters discussed can be found in 
Catholic newspapers. The secular 
press tends to “jazz-up” the material. 

For this, Bishop Fulton Sheen has 
already criticized them. Thus, we 
urge you to read the Tablet for an 
objective, truthful presentation of the 
proceedings of Vatican II.

Archbishop Molloy, the overwhelm¬ 
ing favorite, placed first as had been 
expected.

McHale Sets School Record 

As it was. Ford's Harriers came 
home victorious.

After only its third at¬ 
tempt at Competitive X-Country, Ford 
downed such formidable rivals as 
Bishop Loughlin, Saint Francis, Brook¬ 
lyn Prep and others. 

McHale distinguished himself in a 
field of 225 by placing eighth, six¬ 
teen seconds behind first place time. 
This did establish a school record 
which Brother Christopher commented 
would surely be temporary. 

The “B” team was completely led 
by “Babe” Ruth and John Phillips.

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Loughlin , Spellman 
Dive Bef ore Falcons 

With the sting of the first defeat handed to the Bishop Ford 
swimmers in Bayside High School, Queens; against Holy Cross 
High School, (56-21), the team traveled to Fordham University 
Pool to meet Cardinal Spellman. After a short practice and a 
prayer the meet was under way. In this second meet, victory came 
easily and Ford trounced Cardinal Spellman 47-29. Our score 
pile-up was due to Bill Garry’s first place in the 100 yard freestyle, 
Charlie Healy’s top in the butterfly, and De Lessio’s brilliant 50 
yard backstroke first honors. 

The next event was the most diffi¬ 
cult of the meet. It was the 100 yard 
medley. In this event, each competi¬ 
tor had to swim the butterfly in the 
first lap, the breast in the second, the 
back in the third and return to the 
finish in freestyle. Bill Garry, our en¬ 
trant, received his second “first honors” 
of the day. 

Helmicki and Lavender took first 
and second in a a series of dives 
which clinched the first swimming 
victory for Ford. 

Then Came Loughlin 

The high point of the season took 
place on the following Saturday, 

November 4th. Bishop Ford faced 
Bishop Loughlin at Brooklyn Tech’s 
Pool. Anxiously both teams waited 
silently in the lobby as a seasonal 
North-easterner caused havoc out-of- 
doors. Once at poolside, the meet 
quickly began. 

In the 50 yard freestyle, Lacari 
and Carruba placed first and third. 

Loughlin scored three points with a 
second position. In the 50 yard butter¬ 
fly Jesse of Loughlin took honors clos¬ 
ing the score to Ford 10; Loughlin 8. 

From this point, although there 
were many anxious moments, Ford 
was never to relinquish its lead but 
rather was to expand it over Lough¬ 
lin. De Lessio took top score in the 
50 yard backstroke; Fitzgerald placed 
third. In the breaststroke, Loughlin’s 
entrants were disqualified for not ex¬ 
ecuting the stroke according to rule 
and Ford was awarded a first and 
second, with Kelly in front. 

Bill Garry just took second position 
in the 100 yard freestyle, but Quinn

The relays were divided and the 
total was announced; Ford 43—Lough¬ 
lin 32. Exultation surged among Ford 
coach and swimmers as they offered 
their cheers for a sporting meet. 

With Loughlin down, the swim¬ 
mers must face tough competitors; 
Saint Francis Prep, Cardinal Hayes, 
and Manhattan Prep. However, win 
or lose, Ford brought home the big 
victory of the season.

Matthew James; Vice-President. It 
shall be the duty of the vice-president 
to take the place of the president 
when the latter is absent and be 
chairman on the Board of Elections. 

Salvatore Pino; Secretary. It shall 
be the duty of the secretary to keep 
a record of all proceedings of Council 
meetings, draw up for publication in 
the School Paper a bulletin of the 
CounciPs activities. 

Anthony D’Anna; Treasurer. It shall 
be the duty of the treasurer to keep 
a record of all funds derived from 
sanctioned Council activities, includ¬ 
ing dances. 

McHale, Faulkner, Nicolosi, and 
De Stefano; Representatives. It shall 
be the duty of the representatives to 
report to their class the decisions of 
the Council. 

The Student Council has pledged 
itself to afford the Students of Bishop 
Ford High School, the opportunity to 
participate in and benefit from a dem¬ 
ocratic school government; to instill in 
them a sense of responsibility; to en¬ 
courage school loyalty and respect for 
authority; and to prepare the student 
body for their role in adult life as 
good Catholic Citizens.

WHAT JOHNNY READS 

HITLER , A STUDY IN TY¬ 
RANNY by ALAN BULLOCK; 
Harper edition published Jan¬ 
uary 1953; Biography Book Club 
edition published March 1953; 
Bantam Edition published No¬ 
vember 1958; 415 pages. 

This book is a study of the life of 
Hitler, starting from the small town 
of Branau, Austria; to his suicide dur¬ 
ing the Siege of Berlin. 

The book tells of his early life in 
Austria, and his journey to Vienna, 
where most of his ideas, and “morals” 
were formed in almost absolute 
poverty. 

The story then starts to animate 
Hitler’s rapid rise in politics in the 
National Socialist Party (later to be 
called the National Workers Party, 
and finally the Nazi Party). 

When Hitler siezes complete control 
over Germany, he then begins his 
gigantic Master Plan, the goal of 
which is to enslave the world. He 
begins it by invading Poland, and the 
other adjoining countries in the out¬ 
lying vicinity of Germany. 

Such war-like affront evolves into 
the general world crisis. Rapid ad¬ 
vances were made by the strong Nazi 
troops and Luftwaffe. Eventually the 
allies gain military strength and the 
Nazi tide is stemmed. 

When Berlin itself is attacked, Hit¬ 
ler calls for his wife and the dual sui¬ 
cide is culminated in their cremation. 

Author Bullock presents to the 
reader a thoroughly engrossing, if not 
depressing, experience. His research
